WASHINGTON, July 27.—‘ Pas 
sive sabotage’ has been adopted by 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
to make lumber prodoction unprofit- 
able, the National Lamber Manu- 
facturers’ Association asserted in a 
statement made today, quoting an 
order it said had gone out in a bul- 
letin to the lumber workers in a 
Chicago I. W. W. publication. 
| “Everybody on the job, but every- 
| | body loaf,” was an admonition in the 

order, as quoted in the statement. 

“The employing class lives on our 
labor,” it continued. “It has to pay 
us wages, which are a part of what 
we produce, and everything else we 
make for it is its profit on which it 
exists. When we cut down the 
profits, we starve capitalism. That 
is the only way it can be hurt. When 
we strike off the job we stop profits, 
but we stop expenses, too. Now we 
must all be on the job, drawing 
wages but making no profit for the 
boss 

“It is not necessary to break any 
laws to do this. Figure out just how 
little work you can do and get by. 

Do that and no more.”

SEATTLE, Wash., July 27.—Greeted 
| cordially by tens of thousands of people 

who had waited patiently for nearly 
four hours for his delayed arrival on 
the transport Henderson, President 
Harding found much to please him in 
his Seattle reception. Seattle's greeting 
was his welcome home to continental 
United States after three weeks spent 
in going to and returning from Alaska 
and visiting ports and inland places of 
that vast territory. 

The delay in the President's arrival 
here was due to several causes, among 
them a collision between the Henderson 
and the destroyer Zellin this morning 
during a heavy fog off Port Angeles, 38 
nautical miles from Seattle. The Hen- 
derson was uninjured, the Zeilin was 
badly damaged and shipped much water 
but managed to keep afloat. 

The President's arrival at Seattle was 
preceded by a review of the United 
States fleet assembled in Elliott Bay, 
upon which Seattle fronts. The Hen- 

;derson, with the President standing on 
the flying bridge, passed between lines 
, of battleships, destroyers and other veu- 
sels of the navy, more than fifty in 
jall. There was a continuous booming of

| Work, Secretary Wallace, the Secretary 
of Commerce and Mrs. Hoover and the 
others composing the official party. 

Bulldings along the route were deco- 


rated with flags and bright colored 
bunting. Large portraits of President 
Harding were displayed everywhere. 


Thougands of men, women and children, 
seemingly most of the large crowds 
along the President's processional prog- 
ress, had small American flags which 
waved as tife Presidential car 
passed. There was cheering and hand- 
clapping along the way.

Before the Presidential procession ar- 
rived at the University of Washington 
stadium, where he delivered his princi- 
pal address, the President and Mrs. 
Harding received an enthusiastic wel-

| Volunteer Park, Great bouquets of 
flowers were presented.to Mrs, Harding 
by the children. 

At Woodlawn Park there was another 
aemonstration. Here there was a gath- 
ering of boys from all over the State 
of Washington, brought to Seattle by 
the Order of Elks. There were many 
thousands of them. Estimatés of their 
number range as high as 50,000, Cer- 
tainly there looked to be that many. 

Paul Engle, representative of this 
enormous congregation of boys, deliv- 
ered an address of welcome. The Pres- 
ident expressed his appreciation in a 
short speech and administered the oath 
of allegiance to the boys. 

It was 4 o'clock when the President 
and Mrs. Harding, escorted by the 
Mayor and Mrs. Brown, reached the 
university stadium, where another large 
crowd had assembled, His address there > 
was devoted to Alaska. What he said 
was devoted to a comprehensive review 
of conditions in the Territory rather 
than to offering any concrete program 
for bringing prosperity to the Territory. 
il Was apparent to those who had known 
the President's attitude toward this vast 
northern area before he made his visit 
to it that he had revised his first im- 
pressions as to what he believed was 
essential to its development. 

In one case, that of Alaska’s timber 
resources, he admitted that he had 
changed his mind. 

The sum of the President's suggestions 
on the Alaskan problem was that the 
progressive development of the Terri- 
tory must depend largely upon the peo- 
ple who had settled and would settle 
there instead of upon aid from the 
Federal Government. In @ speech he 
had delivered at Spokane just before 
starting from Tacoma on his Alaska 
venture Progsident Harding had indicated 
that he was in favor of a radical revi- 
sion of the Government's policy of con- 
servation of natural resources in terri- 
tories exclusively under Federal control. 
He had advocated a process of develop- 
ment and had advanced the contention 
that this development would be in the 
interest of conservation instead of a 
detriment to it.
